standing of the case. © 

It developed today beyond doubt that 
Bryan was induced tec send the tele- 


gram upon representations to him by 
Huntington Wils6h, First Assistant Sec- | 
retary of State; who has been the Amer- 
jean Government's guide and pilot in 
Latin and South American affairs. 

The telegram was sent on Wednesday, 
the day following Secretary Bryan's in- 


duction into office, and two days before} . 


the Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World exposed the “pernicious diplo- 
matic meddling’ of Ambassador Wilson, 
which, it is freely charged in the City 
of Mexico, resulted in the overthrow of 
a constitutional government and the as- 
sassination of a constitutionally elected 
l’resident and Vice-President. 


Thus, Secretary Bryan sent the tele- 


gram before he knew, from study and 
observation, the part played in the rev- 
olutions in Mexico in the last three 
years by the American State Depart- 
ment and its representatives in Mexico. 
‘He had had no adequate opportunity to 
learn the true facts and probably did not 
learn of them until he read them in the 
Post-Dispatch and World, though the 
tacts as set forth then (last Friday) 
had been held back by a strong censor- 
ship centrolled by the officials held re- 
sponsible for the assassination of Pres- 
ident Madero and Vice-President Suarez.

Then she wanted me to 
hold up a man, I refused and she got

Trapped on the upper floors of a 
burning house at 4320 Maryland avenue, 
where the stairway had fallen before 
they awoke, two women and a man 
had thrilling escapes from death at 
2:30 a. m. Tuesday. 

Mrs. Katherine Brooks, 28 years old, 
climbed on the outer ledge of the 
window of her second story room, and 
held by her hands, through a narrow 
space below the window, while the 
flames burned the furniture in her 
room. <A fireman carried her down a 
ladder. 

Miss Rena Meyerrieks, overcome by 
smoke in the second-story rear room, 
fainted beside her open window, and 
was found unconscious by firemen. 
Thomas Mantell, on the third floor, 
leaped from his window to the roof of 
the next house, caught by his hands 
and drew his body up, with the aid of a 
slight projection on the brick work. 

But for 6-year-old Oliver Puls, son of 
the landlord, William Puls, the three 
roomers and the Puls family, which 
slep: un the first floor, might have been 
burned to death, 

Boy Arouses Parents. 

The boy. awoke after the flames had 
spread to ail the first-floor rooms ex- 
cept the front one, which he and his 
parents occupied. They were already 
partly overcome by the smoke, and he 
had the greatest difficulty in arousing 
them. 

After Oliver and his parents had 
jumped through the front window to 
the yard, the boy ran around the house 
and shouted to Mrs. Brooks and the 
other roomers. Mrs. Brooks said aft- 
erward she was awakened by hearing 
him, and that the next thing she heard, 
which fully aroused her, was what 
sounded like an explosion. It was not 
an explosion, but the falling of the 
stairway. This she saw as soon as she 
cpened her door. 

Carried on Man’s Shoulder. 

She slammed her door, but the smoke 
and fire burst through and a moment 
later she was cowering outside her win- 
dow, having pulled it down behind her 
as far as she could without depriving 
herself of a finger-hold. Women who 
saw her plight called to her to drop, 
but she determined to let go only as 
a last resort. It seemed an eternity, she 
afterward declared, before the clang of 
fire apparatus was heard. Then a lad- 
der was run up and August Gunn of 
Truck No. 9 carried her cn his shoulder 
to safety. 

Puls told the firemen to look for Miss 
Meyerrieks and Ian Hacker, also of 
company 9, climbed to her window, 
found her lying unconscious on the 
floor and carried her down. 

Mantell, meantime, had made the most 
desperate escape of all.. He awvke later 
than the others, and saw no a!terna- 
tive to leaping. He* sprang trom his 
window across a narrow areaway t) 
the roof of the house occupied ty Mich- 
ael J. Jordan, 4318 Maryland avenue. The 
roof is nearly flat, but Mantell, having 
little space in which to poise fcr the 
jump, failed to land with his feet on 
the roof, but struck on his,knecs and 
slipped down until only his haads heid 
the edge. His feet felt along the bricks 
and found a protruding iron star. This 
proved to be his star of hope, as it en- 
abled Mantell, who is of athletic build, 
| to draw his whole body upon th» roof.

WANT A LOT FOR 10 CENTS 
So Says Mrs. Buschmann Who 
Defends Her Meals as Good 

and Wholesome. 








Thirty-five coeds have gone on strike 
against the bill of fare at McMillan 
Hall, Washington University. They say 
the food is poor and the prices high. 
Most of the girls sre members of sorori- 
ties. 

For several weeks, so the coeds say, 
they have been complaining to Mra 
Matilda Buscshmann, manager of the 
college dining halls. She has paid n° 
attention to their complaints, they sav. 
Last Saturday they agreed secretly 
among themselves to s:iay away from 
the McMillan Has! dining room for one 
week. At the end of that period they 
are to send a petition to Mrs. Busch- 
mann, asking for a conference. 

The only diners at McMillan Hall 
Monday were members of the faculty 
and a half dozen coeds who are art 
students. 

The Perpetual Menu.

According to the strikers, each gir) 
has been spending an average of 2% 
cents for her lunch. Several girls said 
they could not always satisfy their 
hunger for this amount, but that they 
did not feel that they should spen«c 
more. They said that downtown they 
could get all they wanted to eat for 20 
cents. 

Anothé? grievance which the coeds 
have fostered against Mrs. Buschmanh 
is that she has caused orders to be is- 
sued stépping them from cooking in 
their rooms in McMillan Hall dormatory. 
They declare that members of the fac- 
ulty and their wives who live at the 
dormatory continue to do “seoking in 
their rooms since the order was is- 
sued that that they are never molestea. 


Mrs. Buschmann told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that she had not heard of the 
strike. 

“Ifany of the girls have stopped eat- 
ing here we have not missed them,”’ she 
asserted. “There is always a dropping 
off in the lunchroom just before Easter. 

“I do not care to get into a contro- 
versy with any of the girls, but it seems 
to me that the other side of the story 
should be told. There are about 2® or 
25 girls who come here at noon and eat 
about 10:.cents’ worth, and then com- 
plain of the quality of the food. How- 
ever, none of them has complained to 
me directly. 

“Plain, Wholesome Meals.” 

“They are not justified in their com- 
plaints, as I have to serve them the best 
the market affords—good, plain whole- 
some meals. Members of the faculty, 
about 40 of whom eat here, have re- 
peatedly complimented me on. the 
meals.”’ : 

Since the strike began the girls have 
been eating their meals in the assembly 
rooms at the dormitory. Coeds whose 
homes are in St. Louis, have been sup- 
plying the strikers with much of their 
food.

AUSTRIA FORBIDS 
SERVIANS 10 HELP 


Belgrade Premier Replies His 
Government Must Support Al- 
lies—Situation Is Tense. 





BELGRADE, Servia, March 11.—The 
Austrian Government today took a step 
regarded as equivalent to forbidding 
Servia to.send troops to assist the 
Montenegrins in capturing the Turkish 
fortress of Scutari. 

The Austrian Minister to Servia, 
Baron von Ugron von  Abranfalva, 
informed Premier Pasitch that nis 
Government objected to Servian 
troops assisting in the siege of Scu- 
tari, which was to become the capl- 
tal of Albania. 

He requested the immediate recall 
of any Servian troops which have 
been dispatched there. 

The Servian Premier in reply point- 
ed out that under § treaty arrange- 
ments Servia was compelled to assist 
her allies without brs HR to the fn- 
ture of Scutari. 

The sivdation : is regarded as ex- 
tremely delicate. Feeling here is at 
high pitch over the attitude taken 
by Austria. 


The fortress of ‘Scutari,’ near. the 
Montenegrin frontier, has been besieged 
ty the Montenegrins without material 
success since the beginning of the Bal- 
Kan war. Its'capture and inclusion ‘in 
the kingdom of Montenegro were the 
chief reasons for King Nicholas’ joining 
in the hostilities. 

When the European Powers decided in 
vrinciple on an autonomous Albania, in 
which Scutari was to be included, the 
King of Montenegro declared he would 
enter the fortress at the head of his 
troops, otherwise the reign of ‘his fam- 
ily was doomed. 

In the meantime the Servian troops 
had completed their campaign in Mace- 
donia and Albania and advanced to the 
Adriatic coast at Durazzo, whence on 
March 7, they dispatched on board trans- 
ports 53000 Servian troops, including ar- 
tillery, to assist in the siege of Seutart. 

It was this activity of Servia which 
called forth the Austrian protest today.

gave his opinion of Taft’s order placing

Merit Test Suggested. 

“The polity of the administration 
toward that order has not been deter- 
mined,” said Burleson, ‘Personally, I 
am in sympathy with it, but I do not 
believe it went far enough, in that many 
men retained office for political rea- 
sons, instead of having to pass a test 
of merit which should have been re- 
quired.,”’

mission would be abolished by the 
State public utilities bill, and that the 
ordinance, if passed, could not be en- 
forced. 

Baird is said to take the position in 
his opinion that it is impossible to give 
a careful analysis of the effect of the 
State law for the reason that the bill, 
at the time he had it before him, had 
not been passed by the Legislature and 
that there were perfding several amend. 
ments which might greatly alter its ef- 
fect. 

It is said that he holds that the re- 
real of the Cooper enabling act, under 
which the Public Servoce Commission 
of St. Louls was formed, Will make in- 
effective ordinances passed under .t, 
which includes the ordinance creating 
the commission. 

His opinion is said then to hold that 
this would leave St. Louls in exactly 
the same position regarding its right 
to regulate street railways as before 
the passage of the Cooper act, and that 
a perpetuation of the Public Service 
Cemmisaion will depend upon the provis- 
ions of the Charter. 

Points to the Charter. 

In this connection he is understood 
to refer to the eleventh clause of 
Section 26 of Article III of the Char-

Harvey Says Opposition Comes 
From Element That Would 


Desire Criminals’ Release. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that he has 
received information that some Demo- 
rratic Senators from St. Louis are fight- 
ing the clause in the Municipal Courts 
. DIL eliminating the office of Prosecuting 
Attorney. He declared the opposition is 
tlearly that of the “‘gang’’ element and 
is a political move. 

“What is known as the ‘gang’ element 
pelieves that the Prosecuting Attorney's 
office is the key to the situation in St. 
Louls as far as getting criminals re- 
leased is concerned,”” Harvey said. 
“They know from past experience that 
persons charged with crime frequently 
are discharged because of a controversy 
between the Prosecuting Attorney and 
the Cireuit Attorney as to which shall 
have jurisdiction.” 

Harvey said the pending bill provides 
that the office of Prosecuting Attorney 
shall not be abolished until the expira- 
tion of the term of the present official. 
He deciared that if the opposition to the 
bill continues he expects to prepare an 
amendment to the bill providing that the 
office shall be abolished immediately 
and thys drive the opponents into the 
open.” 














JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.~Gov. 
Major was asked today by Senators 
Kinney, Brogan and other members of 
the St. Louis delegation to restore citi- 
zenship papers to Julius Lehmann, for: 
mer member of the House of Delegates, 





Thomas L. Anderson, Excise Commis- 
sioner, in a statement given to the 
newspapers Tuesday, declared the St. 
Louis home rule bills snould be sub- 


mitted to vote of the people of Missouri 


through the referendum. At the same 
time, he declared, he does not think the 
home rule acts legally worth the paper 
they are written on, and does not believe 
they will be upheld by the courts in case 
they are tested. 

He expressed the belief that St. Louis 
will have an open Sunday after home 
rule goes into effect, and that the reac- 
tion would probably make Missouri a 
prohibition State a few years hence. 


The home rule measures, which were 
signed by Gov. Major Monday, will de- 
prive Anderson of his job, as they pro- 
vide for a bipartisan Excise Board of 
two, to be named by the Mayor. In 
case of the election of Dr. Simon, poli- 
ticlans say, Anderson would have little 
reason to expect appointment on this 
board. He was counted a Simon sup- 
porter early in the campaign, but to- 
ward its end he came out for Norvell. 

Means of Delaying Operation, 

A referendum petition, signed by 5 per 
cent of the voters in 11 congressional dis- 
tricts, would halt the operation of the 
home rule bills until the State election 
of 1914, when they would be affirmed or 
vetoed by the voters of the State. An- 
derson would presumably hold his place 
in the interval. 

Anders6én’s statement is as follows: 

“The home rule bills will and should 
be referred to th2 people of the State 
for their approval or rejection, and {f 
understand that a petition for referen- 
dum will be presented. From a legal 
standpoint, I do wot think that the pres- 
ent acts are worth the paper they rre 
written cn, and that the Supreme Court 
would s9 hold if submitted to that 
tribunal. 

“Speaking of home rule, a number of 
years ago the largest distillery in the 
world was located at Des Moines, Io. 
There were a few home rule chanticleers 
and open Sunday men who continually 
advocated measures like those suggest- 
ed in St. Louis, and the result was that 
Iowa went dry and they had to rip the 
machinery out of the largest distillery 
in the world and ship it to Peoria, II. 

“From present indications it will not 
be many years until every brewery in 
St. Louis will findsits location within 
a stone’s throw of the world’s largest 
distillery. Section 7216 of the Revised 
Statutes, which prohibits the sale of 
Lquor on Sunday, is continually referred 
to as the ‘“‘blue law."’ It is not blue 
at all; it is as red as fire and filled 
with more dynamite than any other 
statute on the books. 

Knows Sentiment of the State. 

“I was born, and educated in 
this State; have visited every county in 
it; have made campaign speeches 
throughout it for 20 years, and I thinix. 
I know something about the sentiment 
of the people in this State. It is only 
a question of time, with the continucd 
brewery~- agitation of anti ltd measures, 
until prohibition carries in this Stste. 

“The main argument that defeated 
prohibition, when Amendment No. 10 was 
submitted, was that a saloon operated 
under the law, abiding by the law, and 
obeying it, was better than a blind tiger. 
Until this section 7216 is repealed any 
violation of it will sooner or later cause 
prohibition to carry in the State of Mis- 
souri, St. Louis does not need an open 
Sunday to make it a great city. 

“More than anything else, she needs 
the removal of the strangling hands of 
‘Big Business’ from her throat. Let her 
have one good, free breath; let her have 
a free bridge, an open, untrammeled 
highway to the East; let her be rid of 
the influences that fatten on _ special 
privileges at the hands of packed mu- 
nicipal assemblies, demolish the St. Louis 
Money Trust that crushes the life out of 
our small merchants through - usurious 
loans, and St. Louis will not have a va- 
cant house in it; she will come into her 
own, and will grow to be a city of 2,000,- 
000 inhabitants,”’

CHICAGO, March 11—William CC. 
Thorne, vice-president of Montgomery 
Ward & Co., told the Senate Vice Co:n- 
mission that a girl ‘“adrift’’ can ilve 
on $8 a week, spending it in this way: 
Room rent, $3; breakfasts, coffee and 
rolls, 40 cents; luncheons, 90 cents; din- 
ners, $1.40; carfare, © cents; laundry 
and incidentals, $1.70. 

The witness sought to show that the 
commission’s estimate that a minimum 
wage scale for women should be $12 ua 
week is too high. The figures, he said, 
were expenditures of one of his 1193 
women employes. 

Another girl employe disbursed er 
wages as follows: Room and 0board, 
$3.50; laundry, 20 cents; carfare, 2) 
cents; clothing and incidentals, $3.9; 
savings, 25 cents. The statement fails 
to account for 5 cents of the money, 
and Senator Beall remarked that the 
girl probably spent it “‘frivolously.”’ 

Store Tells Its Earnings. 

The earnings of Montgomery Ward & 
Co. for the last fiscal year were $2,37),- 
000, Thorne said, and Senator Juul hav- 
ing calculated that the expenditure af 
$75,000 a year would raise the minimum 
salaries of the girls to $10, asked if 
witness did not think the money might 
be well spent. 

“Tf it can be shown that our girls need 
more money they shall 
though I consider $8 is a good medium,” 
was the reply. 

Thorne said in his opinion 2 minimum 
wage scale of $12 a week would drive 
half the factories out of Illinois and 
cost half the women their jobs. He said 
the factories would hire men instead of 
women, because they can get more work 
out of the men. 

Lieutenant-Governor Barratt O’Hara, 
chairman of the committee, asked if 
word had been passed among the mem- 
bers of the State Street Retailers’ Asso- 
ciation not to disclose prices, but each 
witness denied collusion. 

Other Merchants Testify. 

Other witnesses were James Simp- 
eon, George Lytton, Joseph Bach, Al- 
bert Ellinger, John T. Pirie, E. J. Leh- 
man and H. C. Schwab all representing 
department stores employing thousands 
of girls and women. 

The commission adjourned until fur- 
ther notice which probably will be given 
the latter part of next week.

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EOGAPE INTEREST 
UPON ADVANCES 


Probate Court Rules Against 
Contention Made in Behalf 
of Deceased Son. 





Judge Holtcamp in the Probate Court 
Monday ruled that interest cannot be 
collected on advances of money made 
by the late Rufus Lackland, wealthy 
banker, to, his five children during his 
Jife. 

These advances, in the period from 1893 
to 1910, when Lackland died, totaled 
$209,999.87, and were divided as follows: 
Edgar C, Lackland, $63,327; Mrs. Sarah 
Scott, $47,211.09; Mrs. Fannie Taylor, 
$44,921; Mrs. Mary S. Schaefer, $24,039.78; 
Mrs. Margaret A. Ives, widow of Hal- 
sey C. Ives, former director of the St. 
Louis Art Museum, $30,500, 

_ Rufus Lackland in his will specified 
that the sums advanced to his children 
be deducted from their share of the 
estate so that all might share equally 
in final distribution of the property. 
The will provided, however, that interest 
running from the time of the various 
advancements should not be assessed. 

Notwithstanding this provision some 
of the heirs expressed their willingness 
to pay interest on advancements, dating 
from the time of their father’s death, 
and Mrs. Ives, as administratrix of 
the estate, asked the Probate Court to 
levy such assessment, which would have 
added about $35,000 to the estate. 

This was opposed by the agminis- 
trators of the estate of Edgar C. Lack- 
land, whose death took place after that 
of his father. The Edgar Lackland ad- 
ministrators’ attorney, S. T. G. Smith, 
argued that to assess interest against 
legatees on advancements would be at 
variance with the provisions of Rufus 
Lackland’s will. 

In the same case Judge Holtcamp up- 
held Mrs. Ives’ contention that $5100 
should be charged against the bequest 
of her sister, Mrs. Schaefer, on account 
of payment of $150 a month to her from 
the estate since her father’s death.

HOUSE PASSES BL 
ENLARGING POLICE 
FORCE OF ST.LOUIS 


Measure, if Finally Enacted, 
Will Add $238,000 to De- 
partment Expense.

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 11.—On the plea 
that taxpayers other thaa those owning 
property in St. Louis were not affected, 
the House of Reprepomtatives passed a 
bill by Repeesentative O’Brien ef St. 
Louis, adding 120 sergeants to the police 
force of St. Louis and increasing the 
number of patrolmen from 1250 to 1300. 
If finally enacted, the measure will 
add about $238,000 to the annual St. Louis 

police budget. 

This is in addition to the bills to in- 
crease the salaries of sergeants, deé- 
tectives, patrolmen and turnkeys, which 
call for a total salary outlay of $210,- 
c00. The salary increase bills are pend- 
ing in the Senate, where they have been 
held up since the passage of the home 
rule police law, under which the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly of St. Louis is author- 
ized to fix the salaries and compensa- 
tion of members of the St. Louis Police 
Department. 

Both Bills Before Senate. 

The police salary increase bill and 
that providing for additions to the force 
are now on the Senate calendar for third 
reading and final passage. | 

Representatives Remmers, Republican 
of St. Louls, says he voted for the po- 
lice salary grab bill because he under- 
stood it was favored by Chief of Police 
Young. 

“I was under the impression that it 
would not entail more than $30,000 addi- 
tional expense a. year,’’ said Remmers, 
‘under existing conditions, I understand 
a great many patrolmen are working as 
detectives. 

“A detective’s salary is $115 a month 
and the bill we have passed seeks to 
pay this amount to policemen working 
the Detective Department. I do not 
know why the number of patrolmen was 
increased to 1300.” 

The adoption of the police bills by 
the Democratic House is hailed as a 
great victory for the St. Louis police 
lobby which has been operating here 
since early in January.

© shrewdly clever is the first and 
S much of the second act of ‘‘The 
Perplexed. Husband,” the Alfred 
Sutro comedy in which John Drew re- 
appeared at the Olympic Theater on 
Monday evening after an absence of 
two years, that one settled down into 
one’s chair with a comfortable confi- 
dence of most cheerful and edifying en- 
tertainment. 
And then the play began to sag, los- 
ing sight of the thread of its own story, 
which properly should have concerned 
itself exclusively with the problem of 
Thomas Pelling, a London tea mer- 
chant, and Sophie, his wife. This prob- 
lem was born of Sophie’s half-baked en- 
thusiasm for the cause of the ‘‘advanced 
woman,’’ which demanded that she give 


jher husband the cold shoulder and “‘live 


her own life’’ indifferent to his cherish- 
ing love and protective solicitude. 

Such a problem in light comedy may 
well repay the undivided attention of 
any playwright. But Mr. Sutro, plainly 
starting out to construct a pleasantly 
amusing plot that should revolve di- 
vertingly around the helpless and be- 
wiidered figure of Thomas Pelling, 
showing his triumph at the last, wan- 
ders off after strange g0ds, so to speak, 
and eventually weakens his story to 
such a degree that it works havoc with 
one’s interest in the play's happenings. 
The somewhat fantastic personality of 
a certain beauty-loving stenographer 
‘with a Greek soul,”’ who calls herself 
Kallela and originally is brought into 
view for the purpose of enabling Thom- 
as Pelling to win back his wife by 
means of old-fashioned jealousy, is the 
first of these ‘‘strange gods’’ to tempt 
Mr. Sutro’s mind from the task in hand. 
Kalleia is an admirable creature in her 
place, but almost the entire third act Is 
given up to her exploiting and, while 
thig is being done, the action of the play 
comes to a standstill. One is made 
weary of her, cleverly though she is 
played by Mary Boland, and also one is 
made resentful of her, which is a deadly 
sin in drama. 

Then, following the third act’s tire- 
some analysis of Kalleia's Greek soul, 
it would seem that Playwright Sutro 
became impressed by the Ibsenic possi- 
bilities of a Mrs. Dulcie Elstead, leade: 
of the ‘woman’s emancipation’’ circie 
that had enmeshed foolish little Mrs. 
Pelling in its silly web, so that in the 
fourth act one is made to endure an 
entirely unnecessery emphasizing of 
this type, which already had served its 
purpose in the play's story. 

Dulcie Elstead was keenly portrayed 
by Margaret Watson, but her belated 
exaltation into the ‘Ibsen woman” 
class direfully weakened the play’s ap- 
peal as light comedy pure and simpl?. 
And then, worse luck, this appeal was 
well-nigh totally destroyed by the ar- 
tistically unpardonable episode of Kal- 
leia’s “elopement’ with Clarence Wood- 
house, 2 fat old faker of ‘‘advanced 
philosophy” whose sponging fingers were 
not fit to touch the hem of her gar- 
ment. 

For Kalleia, with all her Greek non- 
sense, Was a gool and wholesome gir!, 
so good and wholesome indeed thar. 
when John Drew. as Thomas Pelling, 
suddenly kissed her at a critical mo- 
ment of the story, one put him down as 
a cad of the first magnitude, thereafter 
losing ell sympathy with what until 
then had been an attractive light com- 
edy creation. 

‘These were the blunders of Playwright 
Sutro that did much to quiet Monday 
night’s audience from a vastly tickled 
appreciation to a somewhat bored en- 
durance of his play. John Drew does 
all that is possible to make a “John 
Drew “part” of Thomas Felling, but. it 
is the least rewardful role he has had 
for many a season. | 
As I have already intimated, Mary 
Beland is delightful as Kalleia and Mar- 
maret Watson thoroughly competent as 
Dulcie Elstead. The role of Sophie Pel- 
ling, the wife, is accurately pictured 
by Nina Sevening. 

Hubert Druce does @ memorable bit 
of character-comedy work as Clarence 
Woodhouse, the faking “new thought’ 
philosopher.

And so he went ahead and in 20 years 
he earned enough to pay off the $63,000 
of indebtedness recorded against his 
little bank, the Security Savings Trust 
Co., which failed in the panic of 1893. 

Holmes talked about it at his home, 
9637 Charlotte street. He did not talk 
much about it. He did not want to talk 
about it at all. 

Sought No Publicity. 

“T had: hoped it. wouldn't be noticed 
by the papers,’ Holmes said. 

A. N. Gossett, the assignee, filed a pe- 
tition vesterday to the effect that 
Holmes was ready to supply money for 
tHe final dividend that would clear up 
the last dollar due depositors in the de- 
funct. bank. Gossett also asked an un- 
usual thing of the Court—to let him re- 
sign and appoint Holmes in his stead. 

‘T suppose the Court will act on the 
petition this week,’’ Holmes said. 

He took a matter-of-fact view of 
it. When it was suggested that his con- 
duct might serVe as an example, Holmes 
was manifestly surprised. 

Couldn’t Help Failure. 

“T don’t see it that way at all,’’ he ob- 
tected. ‘‘I was instrumental in organ- 
izing the little institution back in 1887. 
[ got some good people in it with me. 
Their friends deposited money with us. 
That was at the top of the wave here. 
In ’93 we hit bottom, with a good many 
other institutions. That was too bad. 
But it couldn’t be helped. I don’t know 
that our management was so much 
worse than others, but’— 

Holmes simply didn’t see it. He was 
still feeling the chagrin of the trained 
business man overwhelmed by circum- 
stances. But the bright fact that he 
had shouldered the debts of the bank, 
and refused the _ shelter of the bank- 
ruptcy act. and paid dollar for dollar in 
a 20 years’ struggle—that was a plain 
matter of course to Mr. Holmes. 

His Wife Helps, Too. 

Still, there was Mrs... Holmes’ part. 
Holmes cheered up perceptibly and be- 
gan to take a real interest in the con- 
versation. 

“There nevefmwas a2 moment when she 
wasn’t sticking by me,’’ he said. ‘We 
didn’t have so very much in those days 
The equity in our little home—I doubt 
if I could have got $1000 for it on a 
forced sale. But she felt. the same way 
I did about the bank matter, and we 
just set out to clean it up. She helped 
all the way.” 

But not one word would Holmes say 
about the 20 years he had spent work- 
ing for the depositors that had put 
their money in his hank. Holmes 
couldn’t see any cail to make a fus3 
about it. His doctrine was absurdly 
simple.

Depositors Praise Holmes. 

Gossett said that all the depositors of 
the defunct bank were singing the 
‘praises of Holmes.

Architectural Teacher Calls Ter- 
-minal Edifice a’ Mimic 
Fortress.

The architecture of St. Louis homes 
is preferable to that of the city’s pub- 
lic buildings, Prof. Charles Abella told 
an audience of 200 in his lecture on ‘“‘St. 
Louis Architecture’ at Washington Uni- 
versity Monday afternoon. The lecture 
was given in French. Prof. Abella is 
3. graduate of the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
ir. Paris, and was the winner there of 
the grand prize of R@me. He has been 
two years in the Washington University 
faculty. 

“St. Louis has some imposing public 
buildings,” he said, “‘but for the most 
part their architecture is not logical. It 
is copied after the architecture of 
Greece and Rome, where conditions of 
climate and of life were different, or 
where the purpose of the structure was 
a different one. The same is true of 
the architecture of New York and other 
American cities. 

Union Station Like a Fortress. 


“Our Union Station is not a railroad | 


station in architecture—it is a fortress. 
It does not invite one to enter by a di- 
rect, central door, and hurry to his 
train, but it presents an ascent which he 
must scale from one side, and the, stran- 
ger’ is confused by the question wheth- 
er to go with the people whom he sees 
walking ahead of him, or to take his 
chances with the vehicles. 

“The station tower is designed’ for a 
clock tower, but the clock is not of a 
conspicuous sort—it takes some sharp 
iooking to see the time. 

“Here at Washington University we 
have a beautiful group of buildings, but 
the design is not ours--it is that of Cam- 
bridge. And Cambridge was built in the 
cays when school architecture had to 
rrovide only for a series of small ‘class- 
rooms. Nowadays our universities need 
long, light laboratories and drafting 
rooms, 

Likes the Homes Better. 

“In home architecture, on the other 
hand, St. Louis is happy in having so 
many houses of the Colonial type. This 
is pure American architecture. The old 
English style, with some changes to 
adapt it to our needs, has ajso been 


Prof. Abella illustrated this part of 
his talk with a number of views of St. 
Louis residences designed in the styles 
which met his approval. He also showed 
views of the Second Baptist Church 
and the old courthouse, which he com- 


mended as wise adaptations of certain] 


classical styles. 

As instances of what he considered 
inappropriate copies of classical mod- 
els, he showed the dome of the Min- 
nesota capital, a replica of the dome of 
St. Peter’s at Rome; the tower of Mad- 
ison Square Garden, New York, copied 
from the Giralda of Seville, and the 
Pennsylvania station in New York, 
which he said was built on Greek mod- 
els, though the Greek colonnades were 
adapted for a different climate, where 
sunshine and outdoor life were the rule.

The Joint Charter Conference suggested a Free- 
holders ticket containing several excellent men, 
but, as a whole, it was weak—weak as to some in- 
dividuals, and as a representative group of citi- 
zens. 

The Republican convention did not improve 
the Republican suggestions of the Joint Charter 
Conference in naming the six Republicans for the 
combined Democratic and Republican ticket. They 
substituted weaker men in several cases. 

The nomination of Mr. Kuhs for the School 
Board by the Republicans was a mistake. He is 
not up to the standard. He should be dropped 
for an acceptable substitute. 

On the Freeholders’ ticket Mr. Hertenstein is 
an intelligent representative of organized labor; 
Mr. Flad is a good engineer; Messrs. Spercer and 
Aloe are partisan nominations, neither having spe- 
cial qualifications for charter making. The list 
is lacking in men who are conspicuously well 
qualified to frame a modern charter, and who 
would command public confidence for that pur- 
pose. Mr. Gundlach, the best Republican named 
by the Yoint charter conference, was rejected by 
the convention. 

If the Democrats will name strong, representa- 
tive citizens for their part of the two tickets, and 
insist upon the Republicans strengthening their 
selections, a satisfactory result may be obtained. 

On the other hand, if the Republicans refuse to 
bring their tickets to the proper standard, the 
Democrats might anticipate independent nomina- 
tions, and win indepéndent support by naming 
strong bipartisan tickets. They might, for a bet- 
ter reason, do what. the Republicans did when 
they refused to accept Mr. Mulvihill as a Demo- 
cratic nominee for the School Board. 

If the gentlemen’s agreement means anything, 
it‘'means the selection of the strongest avail<- 
ble men by each party for the Board of Freehold- 
ers and the School Board. It means that there 
will be no partisan conflict, in orier that the elec- 
tion of acceptable candidates from each party may 
be assured. 

When either party fails to maintain the righ: 
standard of character. and capacity in its selec- 
tions, the other party is free to act independently. 

The Republican selections are not acceptable. 
The Democrats will do a signal public service by 
insisting that the Republicans ofier better selec- 
tions or, failing in that demand, name strong 
bipartisan tickets for both boards. The better 
element of Republicans will support them. ’

foods exposed for sale, except such as have to be 
pealed, pared or cooked before being eaten. As 
| the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, if food may be 
fly-infected while in the commission house or on 
the sidewalk, screening in the retail store or mar- 
ket will not purify it. 

The unreasonableness of the commission dealers’ 
plea for exemption may be seen by an examina- 
tion of the produce market lists in the Post-Dis- 
patch. Of the produce which commission men 
handle in large quantities, potatoes, onions, car- 
rots, parsnips and other roots wduld not have to 
be screened. Nor would eggs, uncut cheeses, but- 
ter in closed tubs, unplucked poultry, oranges, 
lemons, Cucumbers, squashes, melons, nor produce 
in barrels or crates except such as were opened to 
sample or examine the contents. The equipment 
necessary to screen such produce as would come 
under the law could hardly be costly, and its use 
would soon become a matter of habit. 

The screening law, being in the interest of 
public health, is a necessary law which no one 
should be permitted to escape or evade. 
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In investigating the subject of cold storage the 
Municipal Assembly might well look into the 
question of why certain, important public meas- 
ures have been put on ice. 





The death of 10 persons in a moving picture 
theater panic in France is a warning to authorities 
and theater managers everywhere to take all pos- 
sible precautions for the safety of theater-goers, 
actors and attendants. Theater régulations are very 
strict in Europe, but this disaster seems to prove 
that additional precautions are needed. — 

In the new St. Louis theaters devoted to moving 
pictures and vaudeville a practice has grown up 
which threatens danger, in case of fire or panic. 
This is the practice of permitting an audience 
which has sat through one show to keep their 
seats during a part of the following performance. 
The consequence is that the new audience, when 
admitted, finds most of the seats it has just paid 
for occupied, and is expected to stand in the aisles 
or back of the range of seats until enough persons 
in fhe seats choose to get up and go out. The 
reason given for this custom is that a part of the 
audience may have come in in the middle of the 
first show and will wish to remain for the first 
half of the following performance, to witness acts 
it has migsed through coming in late. 

Theater managers should be compelled to adopt 
a rule to empty the seats of one audience before 
admitting the next. That is the only safe course. 
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There is no question but that good municipal

da VINC’S MONA LISA

F her portrait had not been painted) 
by Leonardo da Vinci, Mona Lisa 
would never have been peard of. 
,And even as it is, though her olive 

face with its haunting smile has long 
been considered one of the few really 
great masterpieces of art, we know com- 
paratively little about the fair sitter. 
This wonderful picture, so history tells 
us, took over four years to complete. 
The artist worked upon it only when 
he felt just in the right mood, and all 
the while had sweet music played by 
some of the best musicians of the city 
so that the mysterious expression would 
not fade from the face of the fair lady 
of Milan. 
Leonardo da Vinci was at this time 
already a very famous man. Besides 
being the greatest painter of his time, 
he was also a sculptor of no mean abil- 
ity, an architect, a musician and a clev- 
er engineer. So it was considered an 
honor for any lady of the day to becorne 
his sitter, and no doubt Lisa di Antonio 
Maria di Woldo Gheradina, the wife of 
Zanobio del Giocondo, felt it so. Like 
all well born Italian dames, the fair 
Lisa was plentifully supplied with 
names. But she was usually called 
simply Mona Lisa, Mona being a con- 
traction of Madonna, which used in 
this way simply means lady. She was 
also referred to as ‘‘La Gioconda,”’ as 
Giocondo was her husband’s name. 
It was over four hundred years ago 
that this great picture was painted. Yet 
we know a good deal of the unimpor- 
tant details of the life of the people and 
even seme of the toilet secrets of the 
ladies of quality. Like their ancestors 
who founded the Roman Empire the 
Italians of that day believed thoroughly 
in the virtues of olive oil. 
‘ The old Romans had a saying that a 
long and pleasant life depended upon 
two fluids—‘‘wine within and oil with- 
out.”” They used olive oil for rubbing 
their limbs to make them plump. They 
rubbed the chest with it. And some- 
times, if they were very rich and lux- 
urious, they even bathed in it. They 
also used it to make the hair more 
luxuriant.

Lisa, took as much pains to make them- 
selves attractive as does any good-look- 
ing woman who has social aspirations 
today. They paid especial attention to 
the hair; combed it frequently and 
anointed it with a tonic composed of 
equal parts of olive oil and oil of rose- 
mary, which made it grow very long 
and thick, but, I am afraid, gave it a 
rather greasy look; but fashions change 
in hair tonics as well as everything else. 

They also had a powder made of 
horse chestnuts that was considered 
marvelous for whitening the hands. The 
nuts were dried, shelled and then pound- 
ed in a mortar until fine enough to put 
through a sieve. They were then mixed 
with water until a sort of liquid paste 
was formed. To quote an ancient book 
written in the early part of the six- 
teenth century: 

“Frequent use of this contributes 
greatly to the luster and whiteness of 
the skin and to whatever part of the 
body it may be applied.”

Distribution of Stock Between 
Missouri Edison and Union 
Holders Is Involved. 





The United States Circuit Court cf Ap- 
peals has granted to the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. and other defend- 
ants in the Morgan Jones case 35 days 
to apply to the United States Supreme 
Court for a writ of ‘certiorari. Judge 
Sanborn has announced that if the writ 
is asked for before April 14 he will then 
grant a further stay of mandate until 
the Supreme Court has acted upon the 
writ. 4 

On March 3 the Court of Appeals over- 
ruled a motion of the defendants for a 
rehearing. The decision of the Court of 
Appeals was that the complainants 
(Morgan Jones, et al), were entitled to 
43 per cent of the assets of the com- 
pany formed by the consolidation of 
the Missouri Edison Electric Co. and 
Union Electric Co. No. 1. 

Division of Capital. 

In that motion the defendants stated 
that the Missouri Edison shareholders 
contributed 28 per cent of the combined 
capital and the Union company 72 per 
cent, and that ultimately the Missouri 
Edison was entitled to only 27 per cent 
and the Union company to 73 per cent. 
This was overruled. 

In the original distribution of the 
stock the Union company people were 


| awarded four-fifths of the stock and the 


Missouri Edison people one-fifth. There 
were 75,000 shares of stock, of which 60,- 
000 went to the Union company people 
and 15,000 to the Missouri Edison. 
About $375,000 Involved. 

At the same time the complainants 
filed a motion to extend and enlarge 
the decree by requiring the lower court 
to accept the figures as shown in the 
record of the case, and asking that the 
court fix the valuation of shares of the 
Missouri Edison holders at $125, to ob- 
viate the necessity of sending the mat- 
ter to a special master to. determine. 
The original decree gave to both par- 
ties the right to have a hearing as to 
the value of the consolidated company 
at the time of the consolidation, and in 
overruling the complainant’s motion to 
extend and enlarge the decree, the Court 
of Appeals confirmed its position and 
gives each party that opportunity. About 
$375,000 is involved in the litigation.

“the pressure on yesterday's stocK mar-~ 
ket came from professional speculators 
for the decline, and that they carri 
their ‘selling movement’ pretty far, was 
indicated by the action ef prices from 
the moment of the opening today. > 

“The buy!i of our stocks at the, low 
vnlues began in Europe, before the New 
York market opened. The day in New 
York began with some rather largé buy- 
ing here on arbitrage account, and open- 
ing prices showed substantial advances 
over vesterday's closing. 

“Reading, Union Pacific and St. Paul, 
for instance, opened a point higher and 
Canadian Pacific 2% points up, despite 
tocay’s reported weakness on the Ber- 
lin market, which was reputed to have 
«old the*last named stock yesterday. 

“Wrom these opening prices, there were 
further advances during the day, the 
more active shares gaining 2 to 3 points 
and the whole trend of the market, dur- 
ing the early hours being upward. 

The Market Movement. 

“Today's recovery in rices was 
not perhaps of great significance, 2X- 
cept as it showed how easily the fac- 
tors making for weakness may be 
exaggerated. As a matter of fact 
even the London and Pagjs Stock 
Iixchangwes gave a good account of 
themselves today. 

“Rerlin’s depression was not sur- 
prising, especially in view of the 
eables describing the manner in 
which the enlightened German Gov- 
ernment was using that historic 
slave of a jingo administration, the 
Kolnische Zeitung, to publish incite- 
ments to popular alarm.

There will 
probably be one or two shipments to 
Paris, as the French bankers have been 
offering such inducements to obtain 
gold as to virtually insure a considerable 
movement to that country. 

“It was evident also that a good deal 
more gold will be sent to Argentina for 
the accoynt of London banks which are 
not yet in position to give up the metal 
themselves.
